Further, we understand 
that as soon as the Advocate’s, state- 
ment appeared, the executive of the 
G.W.V.A. at once met argl resolved 
that it would not allow the statement 
to pass uncontradicted. As a result 
of this meeting we understand that 
the Advocate has undertaken to pub- 
lish a retraction of tha unwarranted 
slur on the G.W.V.A. 

With respect to tho aucetion of pro- 
hibition, we underste 2 that opinion 
is divided eric t th: members of 
the G.W.V.A. It is similarly divided 
amongst the members of other organ- 
ized bodies in the community, to 
whom no reference has been made, but 
there is no division of opinion 
amongst the local G.W.V.A. as to the 
neceséity of upholding the existing 
law so long as it is in force, and every 
effort has been made by the executive 
to discountenance and prevent in- 
fringements of the law by its mem- 


bers. 


It is a matter for considerable re- 
gret that any such publication as that 
of the Advocate should have been 

made, inasmuch as the clear tendency 
of the paragraph in question is to 
identify the G.W.V.A. with the Jiquor 
interests and thereby to discredit the 
former with a section of the commun- 
ity. We believe that ‘the local branch 
of the G.W.V.A. has been doing its 
best to maintain amongst its members 
the same high standard of duty to the 
community as existed amongst them 
during their war service. It ig mere 
justice that that fact should be recog: 
nized by the public, whose debt to the 
members of the G.W.V.A. is a large 
one. We shall be glad’ therefore to 
see the Advocate’s statement with. 
drawn fully and voluntarily.

Wednesday and hurasay represen- 
tatives of the Red Deer, Federal con- 
stituency U.I.A. and U.EP.W.A. assém- 
bled for their annual convention. Wed- 
nesday morning was spent: in organ- 
ization and committee work; and the 
‘) political convention, filled the rest of 
the day, until 10:30. The principal 
-| business of the afternoon was a review 
by Mr. A. Speakman, M.P., of the work 
of his first session. Although this 
took two and a quarter hours, it was 
such a masterly address that the close 
nuttention of the audience was held 
throughout. 

After an invocation by Rev. Dr 
Crummy, His Worship Mayor Collison 
extended to the delegates a formal 
welcome on behalf of the citizens of 
Red Deer, striking a note of optimism 
in the few remarks he made. 

Mrs. L. R. Barrett, of Mirror, made 
a very able and acceptable chairlady. 
Opening with a brief tribute of res- 
pect to the late Mr. T. B. Millar, who 
died just after his election as Presi- 
dent last year, she sketched rapidly 
some of the salient points of the As- 
sociation’s work during the year. Mrs. 
Barrett criticized a few of our laws 
and customs, domestic and otherwise, 
dwelling principally on the much ad- 
vertised Western Canada Colonization 
Association. This she scored heavily, 
characterizing it as virtually an at- 
tempt to introduce serfdom into Al- 
berta. She produced figures alleging 
that the misguided immigrant who 
should be caught by the scheme, fol- 
lowing the proposed method of pay- 
ment, would at the end of four 
years, after making one payment, ac- 
tually owe more in interest and prin- 
sipal than the original purchase price 
of the farm. 

Mr. Alfred Speakman, M.P., re- 
~civeda with warm applause, announced 
his intention of giving a full account 
of his stewardship. He was, he said, 
a U.F.A. man by training and con- 
viction, not by conversion. His pre- 
paration for parliamentary life had 
been thirty years on the farm; so that 
his first session was a kind of school 
course. He went on to speak of the 
close tenm-work of the Progressive 
bloc of sixty-five members, one a wo- 
man, Of course he said, there were 
provincial and sectional differences, 
but they were mostly very minor ones. 

Continuing the speaker gave quite 
an interesting lecture on the routine 
werk of Parliament, explaining the 
functions of the party leaders, the 
whips, the caucus, the committees and 
so on, Touches of humor illuminated 
his references to the stage fright of 
n maiden speech, the burden of jejune 
correspondence, the “flood of hot air” 
for the letting loose of which the 
Throne speech was the excuse. The 
Budget and its hypocrisies, the Esti- 
mates, the Wheat Board controversy, 
the Closure and its applications, and 
other such matters, received brief, but 
adequate treatment. The member 
thought the Progressives had reason 
to be proud of at least one piece of 
good work, in the matter -of getting 
grain rates buck to pre-war level.. 

Mr. Speakman took oczasion in the 
course of h’a snecch. to sive generous 
praise to cerivin of his associates in 
the House. Crerar he admired for his 
leadership and _ level-headedness, al- 
though he disagreed with him on some 
points. He believed him thoroughly 
honest. He warmly praised the On- 
tario Progressives for their disinter- 
ested support of the grain rates con- 
troversy. Two, of his own actions, 
which had been criticized, the speaker 
vigorously defended. These were his 
opposition to the duty on oleo-margar- 
ine, which he said was just consist- 
ently living up to his Free-Trade plat- 
form; and his action in voting fer a 
$5000 prize fox a fishing schooner from 
Nova Scotia. This, he said was just 
as though a Nova Scotia member had 
supported grants for Alberta fairs. 

Coming to prospective legislation 
and the attitude to it of himself and 
his colleagues, the speaker spoke of 
Redistribution; Proportional Represen- 
tation and the Preferential Ballot; the 
Bank Act; the consideration of Cana- 
da’s status as a nation in which he 
favored the Supreme Court of Canada 
as the final court of appeal; the League 
of Nations; and the St. Lawrence and 
Great Waterways project. No radical 
change was likely, he said, in the 
banking system; but we might get a 
more rigid inspection, and a quin- 
quennial review instead of decennial. 

The history of the Fusion proposal 
was gone into at length, the Red Deer 
member saying he was unalterably op- 
posed to it. This did not mean that 
he and his colleagues would not do all 
the team-work they could with the 
Liberals, when that was an advantage 
and involved no sacrifice of principle. 

As to the recent Winnipeg confer- 
ence, there was very much more agree- 
ment than disagreement. The Alberta 
members favore da different form of 
farmer organization than the other 
members, but it was finally left to the 
respective constituencies to decide 
upon their own form of organization. 

Finally the speaker pleaded his 
strict lack of time as an excuse for 
not going to all the places where he 
had been invited. It was a physical 
impossibility. He wanted the country 
points arranged for by united meet- 
ings at central points, which would 
give him time to get around the whole

Mrs. Parlby, who was present, was 
called to the platform, and gave a brief 
but breezy speech.

Winnipeg, Nov. 25.—Two students, 
W. A. Taylor, of St. Boniface, and 
Lawrence Legree, of Winnipeg, are 
dead and more than a score injured 
following a fire which destroyed the 
St. Boniface College early this morn- 
ing. No estimate of the damage is 
available at this hour. The origin of 
the fire has not been ascertained, but 
according to the accounts of several, 
the outbreak was on the thirll floor 
(about the centre of the building). 
Others spoke of an explosion, others 
of the heating system of the furnace. 

The dormitories of the boys were 
on the top floor, and when the alarm 
was sounded there were 160 boys and 
about 40 adults, including professors 
and teachers, in the building. Heroic 
rescues were enacted in saving many 
of the boys. 

Doyle Attempts Rescue 

Shortly after the outbreak, the 
rumor spread that Legree had lost 
his life in the flames. Herbert Doyle,
